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Knox County was one of the first two counties created by the territorial government at Knoxville, on 
June 11, 1792. The land was taken from Hawkins and Greene Counties. In 1795 Blount County was 
taken from Knox; and in 1796 Grainger County was taken from Knox and Hawkins; in 1801 Roane 
County was cut off, and in the same year Anderson County was created from Knox and Grainger 
counties. . . Upon its creation Knox County was a part of Washington District, but on March 12, 
1793, along with Jefferson County, it was made a part of the newly-created Hamilton District.

From the above tax lists, it appears that Abraham Reed was the oldest Reed owning land in Knox 
Co. at that time. Born in August 1755 [as noted in his 1833 Pension Application Amendment, 
Monroe County, TN] he was just over the maximum age of 50 for paying that poll tax in 1806. The 
other five Reeds mentioned in 1806 in that list were all age 21 to 50. The act of 1797 in Tennessee 
set those age limits for owing poll taxes.

=) My research thus far, has led me to think that Abraham Reed was the most likely father of my 
Jacob Reed, who was born abt 1791 in TN and who married Esther Hollis in 1812 in Knox Co., 
TN. That view was strengthened by the fact that Jacob named one of his children Abraham. I also 
find it interesting that Jacob named a daughter Sarah, and that possibly she was named for a wife of 
Abraham. My suspicion though is that Abraham had a wife previous to Sarah [if that, indeed, was 
her name] and that first wife would have been the mother of my Jacob. I think it is likely that 
Abraham Reed also had two other sons by his first wife: 


1. ABRAHAM REED (Jr.) (b. abt 1795, TN - d. 1840 or later, Knox Co., TN) He appears to have 
gone by the name “Abram.” He appears to have married twice in Knox Co., TN: 

~ Nancy Murray on Sept 17, 1815 

~ Martha “Patty/Patsy” Pratt on Dec 14, 1826

Abraham Reed received a grant in 1809 [Recorded 10 May 1810] for 163 & 1/4 acres of land in 
the District south of the French Broad & Holston rivers on Knob Creek. That parcel was bordered 
by lands of John Sevier Esquire, Isaac Brumley, and vacant lands. That grant was based on a 
November 23, 1809 legislative act of the General Assembly of Tennessee. 
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In 1809, Abraham Reed would have been about age 54. Jacob would have been about 18, 
Abraham (Jr.) about age 14 and Isaac about age 13.

My Jacob Reed purchased 50 acres of land on Stock Creek in Knox Co., TN on 4 [June?]1824. Part 
of the land’s boundary was marked with “a white oak in Johnston’s line.” See Stock Creek on the 
Bing map on page four of this document and the image below. 
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Abraham Reed (Jr.) purchased 40 acres of land on Stock Creek in Knox Co., TN on 16 June 1824. 
That was the same basic area where Jacob Reed purchased his land presumably twelve days before. 
Abraham(Jr.’s) land bordered that of Henry Winkle. See Stock Creek on the Bing map on page four 
of this document and the image on the page which follows this one. 
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=> It is worth noting that in his 1832-1833 Pension Application and Amendment, Abraham Reed

There is not as much matching with the given names of children (above) as I would have expected. 
However, the fact that two of the four families show children with the supposed second wife may 
help account for that.

Jacob, Abraham, or Isaac. 


All four families name a child William. And, two of those may have been a Joseph William 
combination. I wonder if the chosen names Ault, Brownlow, Birdwell, and Chaple/Chapman are 
clues to previous surnames in the maternal ancestral lines of the above Reeds?

REBECCA HOLLIS 

Many have assumed that Rebecca Hollis who married Andrew Moore in 1812 in Knox Co., TN 
actually was from Rowan Co., NC Hollises and previously married to Henry L. Cooper. However, as 
the Dicksons in a profile of the Rowan Co., NC Rebecca Hollis state on the following web page:

“Some sources record a second marriage for Rebecca to an Andrew Moore in Knox County, TN, but 
this does not make sense. The marriage is recorded as 12 Aug 1812 in Knox Co, TN. If this were the 
case, Rebecca and Henry would have had to be divorced since he was still alive at that point. 
Likewise, she would have had to go east alone for this to happen. No mention of this was made in 
Elizabeth Cooper's Bible records. Also, were Rebecca to remarry, the record would have been 
recorded as Rebecca Cooper, not Rebecca Hollis. So, unless additional evidence comes to light, we 
will assume that this is another Rebecca Hollis. 


CENSUS: Based on the 1790 enumeration of John Hollis, it would appear that this person occurs in 
that house. Likewise, in the 1800, 1820, 1830 enumerations of Henry Cooper support her position in 
this household, but does not explicitly list her.” 


I wonder if Jacob Reed’s wife Esther Hollis might have been a sister of Rebecca Hollis and the 
two of them might have been descendants of John and Esther Hollis of Virginia, who are noted on

This individual is listed as “Mulatto.” I suspect it is the same Frederick Reed listed in the other 

census records in this series, though his age is cited incorrectly here. Adding to that possibility is 

the fact that he is also listed here as being over the age of 20 and unable to read or write. 

Otherwise, this might be a namesake son of Frederic Reed—i.e. the male who appears in the 10-23 

year age bracket in the 1840 Knox Co., TN census above. Here Frederick is listed as a farmer, 

with $400 worth of real estate, born in North Carolina, and living alone in his own household.

His birth place is given as Virginia. He is listed as being unable to read or write.

It is indicated that he is Mulatto with real 
estate worth $1,000, personal estate worth $100, and born in North Carolina. Frederick cannot 
read or write. He is a male U.S. citizen age 21 or older. He is listed as a family by himself, but he 
is also sharing the dwelling house with the family of George W. Morene [age 35] and wife Elvira 
[age 39] and their children. George is listed as a farmer with real estate worth $465 and personal 
estate worth $153.

On the genealogical Facebook group “Tennessee Genealogical Society” I posted the following 
request: 


Here's a question. I found a household in the 1830 Knox Co., TN census which was named for a 
male. In the household were two white females and four "free colored" males. The age ranges of 
the older woman and the oldest male overlapped. 


I traced the man for whom that household was named in later Knox Co. censuses and learned that 
his race was described as "Mulatto." He lived to at least age 90, had been in his household alone 
for the latest censuses, owned property valued at $1,200 in the 1860 census, and apparently had 
been born in North Carolina. 


Here's my question. I don't know what laws existed in TN in those pre and post Civil War 
periods. Can I assume—as I certainly would like to be able to assume—that man was married and 
living in his household with his wife and family? I appreciate any insight on this question. Thank 
you.

I ended up finding information myself on that question and placing it in subsequent posts on that 
same Facebook site, as follows: 


The following text on this subject is from the 1831 book "The Statute Laws of the State of 
Tennessee of a Public and General Nature; Revised and Digested," Vol. 1 
[link below, see pp. 220-221.] 


The text below uses the term "mustee." The online Merriam-Webster dictionary presents that as 
an archaic term which means: "a person of one-eighth black ancestry: octoroon" or "the offspring 
of parents of different races." Also, that dictionary defines the term "mulatto" as: "the 
first-generation offspring of a black person and a white person" or "a person of mixed white and 
black ancestry." 


The Statutes [1831] 


§ 1. If any white man or woman shall intermarry with a negro, mustee or mulatto man or 
woman, or any person of mixed blood, bond or free, to the third generation inclusive, each and 
every person or persons so offending shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars, to be 
recovered by action of debt, in any of the courts in this state, to the use of any person who will 
sue for the same. 
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§ 2. No minister of the gospel or justice of the peace in this state, shall hereafter presume to 
marry any white man or woman with a negro, mustee or mulatto man or woman to the third 
generation, knowing them to be so, upon pain of forfeiting the sum of five hundred dollars, to be 
recovered by action of debt, in any of the courts of this state, by any person who will sue for the 
same. 


§ 3. If any minister of the gospel or justice of the peace in this state, shall presume to celebrate 
the rites of matrimony between any persons whose intermarriage is prohibited in the preceding 
sections of this act, and join them together as man and wife, the marriage so pretended to be 
celebrated, shall be null and void to all intents and purposes. And if any white man or woman 
shall presume to live with any negro, mustee or mulatto man or woman, as man and wife, each 
and every of the parties so offending shall be liable to forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred 
dollars, to any person who will sue for the same, by action of debt, in any of the courts of this 
state, and moreover be liable to be indicted in the county or circuit court of the county where 
said offence may be committed, and punished at the discretion of the court.

Looking at those statutes, if I am interpreting them correctly, it appears that if a white woman and 
mulatto man living together in the household I mentioned above were married, they would have 
been subject to a law suit, payment of a significant fine, and possible additional punishment as 
determined by the judicial system. And, as written above, it seems that any person in the state 
could easily have sued them and laid claim to that $500 fine for themselves. 


So, under such very difficult circumstances as prescribed by law at that time, I guess it is 
possible, but not likely there was a mixed racial marriage in the household I found above in 1830 
Knox. Co., TN. Thank goodness times and laws have since changed. 


A marginal note accompanying the three statutes I just quoted indicates that those statutes were 
originally passed in 1822. Were anti-miscegenation laws in effect in TN before the above statutes 
were paassed in 1822? Apparently, the answer to that question is “yes.” 


On this subject, I recommend the following article entitled “Marriage, Sex, and Law: 
Miscegenation in Tennessee,” which was written by Roger D. Hardaway, then a professor of 
history at Northwestern Oklahoma State University. It is from The Journal of East Tennessee 
History, number 74, 2000, pp. 24-37. It is available at Teach Tennessee History, a website of the 
East Tennessee Historical Society:

As Hardaway noted in his article: Tennessee lived under the following 1741 North Carolina 
miscegenation statute from its very beginning until that law was superceded by the 1822 
Tennessee statutes quoted above. Here is that 1741 statute: 
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“Tf any white man or woman, being free, shall intermarry with an [American ] Indian, negro, 
mustee, or mulatto man or woman, or any person of mixed blood to the third generation, bond or 
free, he shall by judgment of the county court, forfeit and pay the sum of fifty pouds to the use of 
the [local] parish [of the Church of England].” 


Hardaway went on to say that the only difference between the 1741 and 1822 statutes, was that 
the 1822 statutes sanctioned “Indian-white marriages; the only persons thereafter barred from 
marrying whites were African Americans, mustees, and mulattoes.”

I wonder, were the free colored males in that Knox Co. household former slaves who had been 
set free, in accordance with their owner's will, after he died? And if so, was their surname the 
same as the slave owner?
